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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-13 are allowed. 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the claimed invention. 
Specifically, the prior art fails to teach, in combination with the remaining elements as recited in 
claims 1 , and 3 : 

The present invention is directed to a conformal load bearing antenna assembly. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not anticipate or suggest the specific combination of elements in the 
combination and relations as recited in the independent claims, specifically claims 1,3. With 
regard to applicant's remarks, while some of them are convincing, others are not. The remarks at 
various places on pages 2-5 of the response, directed to the obviousness of the combining of the 
references, are not found to be convincing. Firstly, the examiner did explain why the references 
were combinable. Secondly, contrary to applicant's assertions, there does not need to be an 
explicit "teaching, suggestion, or motivation" in the references themselves. This position was 
recently affirmed by the US Supreme Court in KSR v Teleflex and the applicant's attention is 
directed thereto. However, with respect to the applicant's remarks as to the specific elements 
and their construction and function, these are found to be convincing and the claimed elements 
are interpreted as argued by the applicant in their response. These remarks include the 2nd and 
3rd paragraphs of page 3 of the remarks, all of page 4, and the 1st 2 paragraphs of page 5. 

Claims 2, 5-6, 9-13 are allowed for depending on claim 1.

Claims 7-8 are allowed for depending on claim 3.
